Fundamental Cause. 
“I lielieve tlie fundamental cause of 
crime,” said I)r.

Poor people, as 
a rule, do not possess a great amount 
of moral stamina. 
If phy sical disabil­ 
ity comes th at makes earning a living 
harder they are likely to drift into idle­ 
ness and from idleness into crime 
Every phy sical advantage should he 
given them to make honesty and indus­ 
try jis easy as possible. 
“Take the case of a man in the Iowa 
state prison who was serving his third 
sentence for assault with intent to kill. 
The warden noticed a discharge from 
one of his ears. 
The man said he had 
had it ever since he was a child; that 
the pain made him irritabW. furious at 
times, and then he was apt to break 
out into violent actions. 
IIis ear was 
treated and cured. 
He went into the 
plumbing business, and for the past 
four y ears he has behaved normally 
and earned $3.50 a day . 
Before that 
he never was out of prison for more 
than a couple of months at a stretch. 


The Better W ay . 
“John Clarke, a house painter, is to­ 
day serving his third sentence in Sing 
Hing for burglary . 
His present term 
is for seven y ears. 
While sober he al­ 
way s has been a perfectly honest man. 
He drinks to ex cess, and as soon as He 
reaches a certain stage of intox ication 
he steals a barrel of tar and rolls it 
down the street until a policeman ar 
rests him. 
There is nothing calculat­ 
ing or mean or essentially dishonest in 
that. 
It is merely a drunken freak. If

Land Is Cheap. 
“Land may be bought for $8 to $10 
an acre, while in Porto Rico it costs 
$200, but the main ex pense is the cost 
of clearing and preparing the virgin 
forest soil. The first y ear's ex pense for 
prepariug land for growing sugar cane 
is about $50 an acre, but there are 
practically no ex p en ses thereafter for 
the nex t twenty -five y ears, as the vir 
gin land does not need to lie plowed 
more than once in a q uarter century , 
in contrast with Porto Rico, where the 
soil has been cultivated so long that 
they have to use steam plows costing 
from $20.000 to $35.000

The Balkan war will b e known as 
oue of the b loodiest in history. 
This 
is due as much to the mutual hatred 
of the b elligerents as to the short time 
in which the conflict was waged. 
At 
Lozengiad (Kirk Kilise) the numb er 
of casualties ou b oth sides exceeded 
25,000, while at Lule Burgas the Turk­ 
ish killed and wounded alone numb er­ 
ed nearly 50,000. 
The losses of the 
Bulgarians are placed at 20.000 killed 
and wrounded. 
In the fierce five day 
b attles In the vicinity of Tchorlu the 
Turks lost 40,000 in dead and wounded, 
according to Turkish sources, while 
the Bulgarians had 15,000 casualties. 
It is announced officially that in Con­ 
stantinople there are to b e found not 
fewer than 50,000 wounded soldiers. 
Throughout Bulgaria it is b elieved 
that as many men are lodged in the 
hospitals. 
Bulgaria has more wound­ 
ed than Turkey, ow’in." to the fact that 
this country was adeq uately provided 
w*ith sanitary sq uads, who did their 
work excellently on the field. 
The 
Bulgarian wounded were immediately 
picked up. sent to the temporary hos­ 
pitals and thence taken to the interior. 


T a s k Is a H e a v y One. 
The arduous task of the Bulgarian 
Red Cross society was greatly aug­ 
mented b y the necessity of caring for 
the Turkish w’ounded also, including 
those severely hurt. 
The impetuous 
advance of the Bulgarians gave their 
enemy no chance to pick up the dead. 
Those of the Turks who were slightly 
hurt could escape with the general ar­ 
my, b ut those who were severely crip­ 
pled fell into the hands of the enemy 
and had to b e taken care of b y the 
medical authorities. 
Bulgaria just now is converted into a 
veritab le hospital. 
Nearly all avail­ 
ab le pub lic b uildings have b een utilized 
as temporary hospitals. 
It may not b © 
a mistake to say that in no other war 
have Incapacitated soldiers b een b et­ 
ter provided for than in this one. This 
can b b explained b y tin* fact that the 
whole nation is engaged in the Samari­ 
tan work. 
All men not otherwise oc­ 
cupied and women have given them­ 
selves up to the nob le work of nursing 
the sick. 
Though all are not experi­ 
enced in that specialty, still their readi­ 
ness and desire to b e useful greatly 
facilitate the hospital 
work. 
Even 
high school b oys and girls have volun­ 
teered to help, and iu many cities their 
services have b een found very efficient 
There are no schools open now, most 
of them having b een turned into b ar­ 
racks and dispensaries. 


T u r k s W e ll C a r e d For. 
In Bulgaria more than 3,(MK) Turkish 
wounded are b eing cared for. In many 
cases they are b eing given the prefer­ 
ence, and this has lately caused not a 
little indignation among the Bulgari­ 
ans. 
Three weeks ago there wrere 
b rought 
nearly 
100 
more 
Turkish 
wounded with five officers, who were 
in the Lule Burgas and Tchorlu b at­ 
tles. 
Nearly all of them were b adly 
hurt. 
The fine military school at Kuiajevo, 
five miles from Sofia, was made ready 
for them in advance. 
The large b uild­ 
ings are very suitab le for the purpose. 
The b eds used b y the cadets are today 
used b y their enemies. Thp structures 
are well heated and ventilated. * 
Queen Eleanora has taken special in­ 
terest iu the Turks, and at her req uest 
the English Bed Cross society contin­ 
gent has b een attached to the Bulga­ 
rian sanitary corps, charged with look­ 
ing after the welfare of the Ottomans. 
A day or two ago the q ueen paid a 
visit to the premises and inspected ev­ 
ery ward, distrib uting cigars and deli­ 
cacies to the wounded. 
She stopped 
at the b edside of several of the pa­ 
tients. and the Turks, though not know­ 
ing who she was, were affected b y the 
unusual interest and motherly affection 
shown them. 
One of them muttered 
to his near comrade, “Allah, she is 
kinder than our own mother!” Another 
fellow who could hardly move his shat­ 
tered b ody was so touched b y the an­ 
gel of mercy that lie shed tears.

Heavy groans attracted the “great 
mother” of the Bulgarians to another 
sufferer. 
The moment their eyes met 
the patient ceased groaning. The q ueen 
patted him on the forehead and pro­ 
nounced the word “Allah” as she look-] 
ed upward. 
The soothing influence of 
Queen Eleanora's presence upon these 
strangers struggling b etween life and 
death was indescrib ab le. 
Her care Is 
now mainly given to Inspecting the 
hospitals and other similar institutions 
throughout Bulgaria. 
Several 
correspondents 
remained 
with the wounded Turks in order to 
learn something from some of those 
who are allowed to talk. 
One can at 
once tell the Arab and Manaf (a native 
of Asia Minor) from the Balkan Turk. 
The former have milder features and 
look more intelligent. 
The European 
Turk has a fierce countenance, coarse 
features and an inb orn stub b ornness. 
These declined to talk.

Lon d on . Feb. l l .—As they were re- j 
turn in g from the south pole Captain 
j Rol>ert F. Scott, British explorer an d 
J veteran of two An tarctic exped ition s, 
together with four members of his par­ 
ty, d ie-d . Scott reached the pole on .Jan . 
| 18, 1912. 
He d ied on March 29, 155 
miles from the base of supplies an d 
Cape Evarts. 
A blizzard overtook the party fress. 
from their success, an d in its grip they 
perished . Besid es Captain Scott these 
are the men that d ied : 
Dr. Ed ward 
Wilson , Lieuten an t H. R. Bowers. Cap­ 
tain L. E. G. Oates, P etty Officer E. 
Evan s. 
The tragic n ews came to this city, 
first in un con firmed rum ors from the 
southlan d , an d then in a cablegram 
from Camaru, X. Z. The cable station 
there reported that the Terra Neva, 
the vessel which took Scott an d his 
exped ition south, an d had gon e 
again 
in to A n tartic waters to brin g the ex­ 
plorers back, had sen t the sad n ews 
by her wireless. 
She an n oun ced her 
early return “because of a grave cal­ 
amity to the Scott exped ition .” t • en 
told the few facts of the d isast« r an d 
proceed ed to the port of Lyttleten . 
where she is expected on Thursd ay of 
this week. 
Captain Scott came to the very spot 
at the south pole where Raold Amun d ­ 
sen . ihe Norwegian explorer, had stood 
on e mon th an d on e d ay before the 
British exped ition arrived . 
The Nor­ 
wegian 
flag, which 
Amun d sen 
ha« ! 
iplaced there, was foun d flyin g by the 
British n aval officer. Documen ts foun d 
on the bod y of the d ead tell the-« 
facts. 
The d isaster has shaken Lon d on an d 
cast a gloom over the city that it has 
n ot kn own sin ce the d eath of Kir.p 
Ed ward . 
The first report » receive 
here mad e the d isaster seem more ten 
rible than it really is, for they told of 
the d eath of “Captain Scott an d bis 
en tire party.” 
.More than fifty scien tists an d ex­ 
plorers were left in the An tarctic by 
the Terra Nova upon her return to 
New Zealan d , an d it was thought at 
first that all of them had perished , but 
later it appeared that the men of the 
Terra Nova had foun d but five of their 
colleagues frozen to d eath. 
Captain Scott, Dr. Wilson an d Lieu­ 
ten an t Bowers d ied of exposure an 
starvation in a blizzard on March lm. 
eleven miles from the “on e ton " d e­ 
pot, an d 155 miles from Cape Evan s 
Captain Oates of the In n iskiilin d ra­ 
goon s, d ied of exposure on March 17 
Seaman Evan s d ied from con cussion 
of the brain on Feb. 17. 
The Terra 
Nova 
reported 
that 
the 
remain in g 
m em bers of the exped ition were well. 
These men 
were 
members of 
the 
southern party, who had pushed on 
un d er Scott to the pole, the picked 
five chosen to take the last lap of the 
race, who had won the racp. an d d ied 
before they could get n ews of their 
victory to the world , 
.Mrs. Scott left Lon d on five weeks 
ago for Newr Zealan d to meet her hus- 
ban d there. 
She left San Fran cisco 
last W ed n esd ay aboard the Aoran gi, 
with the d ead captain ’s child , whom he 
n ever has seen . 
The first port of call 
of the Aoran gi is a t Papeete, Tahiti, 
where there is n o cable station . 
Un ­ 
less the wireless overtakes her with 
the n ews of her loss she will he in 
ign oran ce of her husban d 's d eath un ­ 
til she apaches the an tipod es. 
Lord Curzon , as presid en t of the 
Geographical society, telegraphed the 
tragic n ews to Kin g George. The kin g 
replied : 
“1 am d eeply grieved to hear the 
very had n ews you give me of the loss 
of Scott an d party just as we were 
hopin g shortly to welcome them home 
from their great an d ard uous un d er­ 
takin g.” 
The d etails of the d isaster that 
come from the d esolate little cable 
station in New Zealan d are" pitifully 
meager. 
In all probability the world 
m ust w ait un til Thursd ay before the 
whole story is told . 
The members of Captain Scott's ex­ 
ped ition , twen ty-eight n aval officers 
an d scien tists an d a crew of twen ty 
three men , represented the very high­ 
est type of efficien cy in their respec 
tive lin es. 
W hen Scott an n oun ced 
that he was to try for the pole he re­ 
ceived more than 7,000 letters from 
En glishmen eager to go south with 
him. 
He chose his men carefully.
